author, editor, public speaker, 
consultant, change agent, student 
retention specialist, first-year students 
advocate and an initiator and scholar of 
the American first-year and senior year 
reform movements. He is the founder 
and Executive Director of the Policy 
Center on the First Year of College, 
funded by a grant from the Pew 
Charitable Trusts and The Atlantic 
Philanthropies. The Center is based at Brevard College, North 
Carolina. He also founded and directed the National Resource 
Center for the First Year Experience and Students in Transition at the 
University of South Carolina, where he is the Senior Fellow of the 
Center, and Distinguished Professor Emeritus of Library and 
Information Science. 


Gardner is the recipient of numerous local and national professional 
awards including USC’s highest award for teaching excellence, the 
AMOCO Award. He was also named the 1998 recipient of USC’s 
Administrative Affirmative Action Award, and most recently received 
the University’s award created and named in his honor, ‘The John N. 
Gardner Inspiration Faculty Award” to be given to a member of the 
University faculty “who has made substantial contributions to the 
learning environment in campus residence hall life.” 

Dr. Gardner received his bachelor’s of arts in social sciences from 
Marietta College, Ohio, and his master of arts in American Studies 
from Purdue University, Indiana. He is the recipient of seven 
honorary doctoral degrees recognizing him for his contributions to 
American higher education from Marietta College, Baldwin-Wallace 
College, Bridgewater State College, Millikin University, Purdue 
University, The University of Teeside (UK) and Rowan University.
